To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ketton  Bural  District  Council, 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  mresent  my  Annual  Beport  and  that 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Year  1949  - 

The  birth  rate  of  the  district  at  20.8  is  well  above 
the  average  for  England  and  Wales  (16.7).  The  death  rate 
12..6  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year  but  is  only  slightly 
in  excess  of  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country  (11.7).  For 
the  second  time  in  the  last  10  years  no  children  under  1 year 
of  age  have  died  - giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  0 
as  compared  with  32.0  for  England  and  Waives.  No  cases  of 
diphtheria  have  been  reported  and  it  will  bo  scon  that  the 
incidence  of  infectious  diseases  is  very  low  and  the  mortality 
rato  nil. 

A start  has  been  made  on  the  much  nc-.d.d  and  long  planned 
piped  water  supply  for  the  Byhall  group  of  villages;  the 
quantity  and  duality  of  water  from  the  Byhall  bore  hole  are 
very  satisfactory. 

No  new  council  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year, 
but  building  was  in  progress  on  24  new  houses  at  Byhall  and 

4 at  Ketton. 

As  stated  later  in  this  report,  the  present  disposal  of 
nisrht  soil  is  unsatisfactory  and  in  view  of  the  uossible  con- 
tamination of  underground  water,  needs  particular  consideration 
and  action  until  such  a time  as  the  only  real  remedy  is  pro- 
vided by  the  installation  of  waterborne  sewerage  systems.

The  scheme  for  the  wat^r  home  disposal  of  sewerage  has 
been  agreed  in  principal  and  a public  ennuirv  is  awaited. 

As  in  neighbouring  Rural  Districts  tK  disposal  of  night 
soil  is  a great  difficulty?  and  in  my  opinion  a danger  to 
health  during  the  summer  months  owing  to  the  impos sibilitv 
until  after  harvest  of  disposing  of  this  refuse  on  to  land. 

This  difficulty  has  increased  of  recent  yw-ars  on  account  of  the 
large  increase  of  land  under  th.  plough  and  every  available 
space  being  cultivated.  Cnc  consequence  is  the  danger  of 
disposal  of  night  soil  into  pits  during  this  time,  which  may 
well  be  a danger  to  underground  water  supplies. 

Until  such  a time  as  a main  sewerage  system  is  instill  ,d  , 
the  hygienic  and  controlled  disposal  of  night  soil  requires 
official  consideration  and  action,  e.g.  purchase  of  a 
ojitable  piece  of  land  for  trenching  and  burying  oa  excreta.

It  was  proposed  to  ubo  a supply  from  Pickworth  gravel 
pits  to  supply  Council  Houses  to  bo  erected  in  the  Parish 
and  a sample  from  this  source-  was  also  found  t o be  chemically 
and  bacter iologically  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  a chlorinator  of  the  automatic  controlled 
dosage  type  was  installed  for  the  Nett  on  supply  and  the  following 
table  shows  the  results  of  samples  from  this  source.
